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IT IS A-GREAT SHAME 


We Must Know God to Prevent Bringing 
Dishonor to His Cause. 


KNOWING IS 


When Paul thoughtiit was best 
for others he was not afraid to 
speak and write plain. He stood 
before all classes of people and 
when he knew he was in the 
hands of his enemies he did not 
fail to declare the whole counsel 
of God when opportunity was 
given. 

lt was his desire to help 
humanity to come closer to God. 
Although, at times, it seemed 
that the mbre he loved and 
labored for others the less he was 
loved. But that put no change 
upon him; he would love and 
toil on for them as if they loved 
him dearly. 


When he found the Oorin- 


thians crossed and divided he 
tried to smooth the kinks out of 
them, and while he was at it he 
prepared a way for every genera- 
tion to get the very same in- 
structions that he gave them 
He told them that it was car- 
nality that caused divisions. He 
acknowledged that they were the 
Lord’s children, but they still 
had the carnal mind, and that 
was what caused the divisions 
among them. 

If carnality was the cause. of 
divisions in Paul’s day it is just 
as well the cause of division in 
our day. 1 do not suppose that 
all the members of the Oorin- 
thian church were carnal. No 
doubt there were some strong 
spiritual members, but it was 
the carnal members that were 
causing the trouble. And it is 
the carnal members that cause 
the trouble in any church. The 
real down-right: spiritual mem- 
bers are too close to God in 
their experience—too God like 
to have envy and strife, and 
cause division. 


He gave them the standard of 
Ohristianity in the very first 
part of his letter, but he ac 
knowledged they had not come 
up to that standard. Speaking 
the same thing, no divisione, per- 
fectly joined together, in the 
same mind and the same judg- 
ment was the standard, but he 
was frank to tell them they had 
fallen so far beneath that they 
were even having contentions 
among: themselves. ‘This was 
awfally serious to Paul and must 
be put away. It is a shame for 
you to bear the worthy name of 
the best. Man that ever trod this 
earth and be divided like you 
are. ‘‘Il speak to your shame.”’ 


I am certainly glad I was not 
a member of the Oorinthian 
church. IL would have felt the 
rebuke keenly. I would have 
wanted to slip away and remain 
ed in silence rather than have 
such a man as Paul tell me I 
ought to be ashamed. (I hope 
sumebody is getting this now) 
lt is a shame indeed for men and 
women professing to follow and 
obey the same Christ to be so 
divided that they-call themselves 
by different names and seem to 
be happy in it. - ;

away from the true doctrine and 
the true fellowship. We must 
know God to prevent bringing 
dishonor to His cause. Every 
one of us should know how to 
honor that worthy name. We 
should remain in honor and not 
in dishonor. 


In addressing the saints at 
ThessalonicaPaul told them‘‘that 
every one of you should know 
how to possess his vessel in sanc- 
tification and honor.’’ (1 Thes. 
4:4.) Then he shows that those 
who do not do this do not know 
God. Thus we conclude it -18 


-best for us to know God. And 


those that know Him, truly know 
Hin, will not dishonor Him by 
having contentions and divisions 
And there will be no cause for 
shame on them that known Him. 
And again. it is said, ‘*Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed.” ( Rom. 9:33.) And 
we might add, Shall not be put 
to shame. 


Turving to Paul again he 
plainly states thatit is a shame 
not to know God. ‘‘For some’’ 
says he, ‘“thave not the know!l- 
edge of God: I speak this to 
your shame,’’ (10or. 16:32.) 
This is the same as to say that 
they would not have so much 
division, and strife, and con- 
tention about certain things 
and subjects if they only knew 
God. The knowledge of vod 
would be acure. And I believe 
it would be a good cure now in 
our time of divisions. We must 
not, yea, we cannot foster di- 
visions 1f we know God. 


Some seem to think that di- 
visions will continue, but I do 
not hesitate to cry out, It is 
ashame if they do! It only 
proves that we do not know God. 
Or at least 1t proves that some- 
body does not know God. And 
imagine Paul in glory. pointing 
his glistening shining finger at us 
and saying, ‘'I speak this to your 
shame.”’ 


Now since it is necessary to 
know God to prevent shame and 
division, it is time for us to set 
about trying to get acquainted 
with Him. ,In these lest days 
it_is truly necessary to know God 
above any time in the history of 
the world. It is now that the 
people that know their God shall 
be strong and'do exploits. It is 
now. that the people that do not 
know Him will weaken and soon 
disappear from the ranks of real 
old-fashioned apostolic stalwart 
Ohbristians. It is now that we 
must be able to hold our heads 
up and not be ashamed, nor live 
so far beneath the standard 
of righteousness it will be a 
shame. 


Yes, we must know God! 
The Psalmist sang about know- 
ing Him and said, ‘‘And they 
that know thy name will put 
their trust in thee.’’ It is evi- 
dent then that those that do not 
put their trust in the Lord 
do notknow Him. Then when 
Ohristians (?) get sick and trust 
physicians and medicine instead 
of the Lord it is certainly a sign 
that they do not. know Him. If 








they truly know the Lord they 
will put their trust in Him. 

It is now in these days that the 
prophecy of Jeremiah shall be 
fulfilled where he says, ‘‘For they 
shall all know me, from the least 
of them to the greatest of them, 
saith the Lord,’’ And this means 
the banishment of divisions from 
among the Lord’s true children. 
Knowing is loving and loving is 
doing. To know Him means to 
love Him, and to love Him 
means to keep his command- 
ments. (John 14:21—24.) This 
then will lead all of the children 
of God together. His command- 
ments are the sametoall. Where 
there are divisions then some- 
body is not obeying His com- 
mands. IfI obey His commands 
and you obey His commands we 
are bound to do the same things 
He does not command you to be 
baptized and say to me; you 
shall not be baptized. When 
Peter gave the message that the 
Holy Ghost was moving him to 
deliver he said, *‘Repent and be 
baptized every one of vou.’’ We 
may not all be baptized at the 
same time, but we will certainly 
take it when our tnrn comes. 


But how can we know the Lord? 
This is answered by the Lord 
Himself, ‘l will give them a 
heart to know me, that | am the 
Lord,” (Jer. 24:7.) Then there 
is no excuse. No way out of it 
except straight out rebellion, or 
sin. And rebellion is sin. (1 
Sam 15:22.) Jesus said that His 
sheep would know him. (John 
10:14.) and that they would fol- 
low Him. (John 10:27) Then 
if we all follow Him and al) 
know Him where is the division? 
All in the same drove follow- 
ing our Good Shepherd. All in 
one flock listening to the voice 
of the Shepherd. 

But listen! We are told of 
some that claim they know Him 
and do not. All counferfeits 
will be turned up. to the true 
light, so Paul does not leave us 
to take what people say always 
‘‘They profess that they know 
God; but in works they deny 
him, being abominable, and dis- 
obedient.’’ (Titus 1:16.) They 
claim they know Him, but do 
not obey. They will not wash 
feet. They will not take the 
Lord for their healer when they 
get sick. ‘They do not believe in 
the tongues and do not believe 
in the-signs following believers. 
Do not believe in the Lord's 
Charch. Do not believe we 
ought to see alike and talk alike 
or be alike. In works they deny 
Him. They oppose government. 
(2 Peter 2:10.) Speak evil of 
those in authority. Refuse to 
pay tithes on their income. The 
faci of it is, they are disobedient. 
They donot know Him. They do 
not love Him. For knowing is 
loving and loving 1s doing. 

The Apostle John gives a sure 
way of knowing about this thing. 
‘And hereby we do know that 
we know Him, if we keep his 
command ments.” (1 John 2:3.) 
Those that know Him will keep 
His commandments. And those 
that keep His commandments 
know Him. And Paul says that 
it is a shame not to know Him, 
then it is a shame not to keep 
His commandments. 

How many have promised to 
serve and obey the Lord? Surely 
every one that has ever been 
saved. The new covenant re- 
quires obedience. The new cove- 
nant provides that all shall 





know Him. ‘For this is the 
covenant that I will make with 
the house of Israel after those 
days, saith the Lord; | will put 
my Jaws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts: and 
1 will be to them a God, and 
they shall be to me a people: 
and they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, saying, Know 
the Lord: for all shall know me, 
from the least to the greatest.’ 
(Heb. 8:10,11.) This is a time 
for knowledge of God. All shall 
know Him. Not to know Him 
means not saved. Not to know 
bim means disobedience. To dis 
obey means a want of love. 
lf we know Him we are sure to 
love Him. If- we love Him we 
will obey Him. And we will not 
obey from a sense of fear of 
punishment, but hecause of the 
love we have for Him. A love 
slave instead of a bond slave. 


We give of our means because 
we love to—because we love 
Him. We pay our tithes, not 
because we are forced to do it 
but because we love to—because 
we love Him who said we ought 
to do it. We wash. one anoth- 
er’s feet, not from a sense of 
duty, but because we love Him 
who said, “lf [ then, your Lord 
and Master, have washed your 
feet; ye also ought to wash one 
another’s feet.’*° Our whole lives 
are turned from mere legality to 
love. From ignorance 9f Him to 
a knowledge of Him. Indeed, 
knowing is loving, and loving is 
doing. 


Obeying them that have the 
rule over you is not to be mere 
form, or because you are forced 
to do it, but because you love to 
do it. They are watching for 
your soul, therefore you should 
submit and obey cheerfully and 
reverently. Soldiers in the army 
obey because they are forced to 
do so, and they know to disobey 
means punishment. The soldiers 
in the Lord’s army should obey 
from a sense of love, and’ not be- 
cause they fear punishmentif 
they disobey. Soldiers in the 
army obey orders whether they 
feel like it or not. Many have 
marched until they have fallen 
in their tracks. They have to 
do it or be subject to severe 
punishment. The Lord’s chil- 
dren should be just as faithfal to 
their General, and those who are 
over them inthe Lord, but not 
from fear of punishment, or 
mere legality, but because of 
knowing and loving. Bea love 
slave to Jesus. Bealove slave 
tothe Ohurch. Bea love slave 
to the Sunday school. Be a love 
slave to those who have the rule 
over you. Always render loving 
service. : 


To be the love slave of Jesus 
may require a complete change 
in your life and practice. You 
may have been serving Him 
because you felt in was your 
duty to do it. You have been 
attending the meetings because 
it was your duty. You have 
been reluctantly obeying those 
that have rule over you because 
it was your duty. You have 
been submitting to the rulings 
of the Assembly because you 
considered it your duty, but you 
have not wanted todo it. The 
reason of all this legality is 
largely because you did not know 
Him. Know Him and all of this 
service will bea pleasure. Nore- 
luctance then. No hesitation. No 
searching the Scriptures to jus- 








tify yourself in refusing to obey 
certain things required of you 
You are only waiting for orders 
and as soon as they are given 
you rejoice and hasten to obey. 

This kind of service makes life 
happy. ‘‘If you know these 
things,’’ says Jesus, ‘‘happy are 
ve if ye dothem.”’ Here is the 
secret of a happy life. Knowing 
the Lord then is the secret of a 
happy life. Knowing the Lord 
is the secret of success in run- 
ning the Ohristian race. Let mé 
repeat, Knowing is loving and 
loving 1s doing, and | might add, 
Doing brings happiness. 

Jesus once said, ‘‘Why call ye 
me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say?” , Ask your- 
self this question. Also examine 
yourself and see if you are serv 
ing the Lord merely to keep out 
of hell when you die, or have 
you got out of that sense of fear 
and you are now serving Him 
because you love Him? ‘If you 
have not yet reached this high 
state of Ohristian perfection you 
should go down at once and pray 
through until you are assured 
that you know Him so well that 
you will obey all His commands 
and ‘‘ought-tos’’ as a love-slave 
instead of a bond-slave 


Remember that Paul says that 
it is a shame not to know Him 
And you can tell whether you 
know Him or not by following 
the chain and its links. Know- 
ing is Joving, and loving is doing, 
and doing makes you happy. 
And anybody can tell when they 
are happy. 


If all of the Lord’s children 
foliow this chain of analogy, 
what a mighty coming tozether 
in one heart and one soul there 
will be! This will put an end 
to divisions. This will lead toa 
deeper spiritual experience. All 
shallknow Him! All shall love 
Him! All shall obey Him! All 
shall be happy! Hallelujah! 
And this shall be the experience 
of all from the least to the great- 
est. 


We are rapidly approaching 
the time for the full answer to 
the prayer of Jesus, ‘‘Neither 
pray | for these alone, but for them 
also which shall believe on me 
through their word; that they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that 
they also may be one in us: 
that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me. And the 
glory which thou gavest me I 
have given them; that they may 
be one, even as We are one: I in 
them, and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one ;and 
that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me.’’ 
(John 17 :20,28.)  « 


O, glorious victory! It will 
then be one continuous conquest 
and victory uutil the message 
will have flown over the world, 
the victory won and our Savior 
come to earth again. 


To prove further that my argu- 
ment is not without Scriptural 
foundation 1 wish to add words 
from the mouth of God through 
His holy prophet, a prophecy for 
our day: ‘‘My peple shall know 
my name: therefore they shall 
know in that day that Iam he 
that speak: behold itis I. How

eth! Thy watchmen shall lift 
up the voice; with the voice 
together shal! they sing: for they 
shall see eye to eye, when the 
Lord shall bring again Zion. 
Break forth into joy, sing to- 
gether, ,.,» for the Lord has 
comforted his people, , . x. The 
Lord hath made bare his holy 
arm in the eyes of all the nations; 
and all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our 
God.’’ (Isa. 52:6—10.) The 
Lord has said this and | feel | 
am on solid footing when I am 
teaching in harmony with it. I 
I am not ashamed to earnestly 
contend for the faith once deliv- 
ered to the saints. [ bring no 
dishonor to His worthy name 
when [| urge people to know the 
Lord and love and serve Him 
faithfully. 

May His Spirit apply this truth 
to the hearts of all who may 
read it, and may we all be drawn 
closer to each other, and may our 
hearts all be aglow with His 
love, and may we be knit togeth- 
er, joined and compacted until 
we will meet every demand of 
the Holy Scriptures.
